On Crest of 3-to-1 Edge

MANILA, Thursday, Nov. 12 (?}—Ramon Magsaysay 
today appeared to have vaulted the tremendous gap from 
an unknown young guerilla fighter against the Japanese 
10 years ago to president of the Philippines’ 20 million 


people. 

In so doing, he ousted ailing 
President Elpidio Quirino; deliver- 
ed a crippling blow to the dominant 
Liberal party which he quit eight 
months ago; and carried his Na- 
cionalista party to new heights of 
power. 

The Philippines had a new polit- 
ical star. 

As election returns at the half- 
way mark carried Magsaysay into 
almost a 3-1 lead, the Liberal par- 
ty chief, House Speaker Eugenio 
Perez, said Magsaysay could win 
by an unprecedented total.

Perez added, however, that he|

Unofficial nationwide returns 
gave Magsaysay 1,612,071 votes and 
Quirino 681,478. 

An estimated 4,760,000 votes were 
cast. It was a record highlighting 
the intense interest in the presi- 
dential race. In the 1951 election, 
the previous high, 4,754,000 filipi- 
nos voted. 

SPORADIC VIOLENCE 


The election was peaceful by 
Philippine standards. Sporadic vi- 
olence claimed at least eight lives, 
compared with 25 two years ago 
and more than 100 four years ago.

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School Report Is 
Workmanlike Job 


Much spade work went into the re- 
port by a Senate-House committee on 
the state’s -educational problems. Its 
recommendations are based on months 
of study at the grass roots level as well 
as within education’s top brackets. 

The report should receive serious 
study from the Legislature, not only 
because it is a workmanlike job, but 
because it expresses statewide thinking. 

Most people, including the state ad- 
ministration, agree that Georgia’s con- 
tinued progress is tied irrevocably to 
progress in education. Most people 
agree, too, that the problems of educa- 
tion have not been solved despite the 
tremendous strides of the past few 
years. The high birth rate and infla- 
tion both have taken their toll and we're 
still coming up short in classroom space, 
teacher pay and transportation. 

Governor Talmadge may be right in 
saying that the state cannot afford to 
give teachers a cost-of-living pay raise, 
but the legislators point out that such 
a raise is justified and badly needed if 
the state is to maintain the quality of 
instruction and continue to attract peo- 
ple into the teaching profession. Teach- 
ers deserve a raise. The cost of living 
has continued to rise while their pay 
is still based on pre-Korean War 
standards. 

The people of Georgia through the 
state government and through local 
means must find some way to pay 
teachers at least the minimum paid 
other skilled labor if standards of in- 
struction are not to deteriorate further. 

The committee also feels that the 
state school superintendent should be 
selected by the State Board of Educa- 
tion, a method we have long upheld in 
order to end the present divided re- 
sponsibility. 

Tighter state control over expendi- 
ture of state funds by local school 
boards is inevitable if uniformity and 
fairness of distribution of state funds 
are to be guaranteed. Here again is 
pointed up the responsibility for local 
communities to participate more ac- 
tively in school financing. 


This legislative study is a commend- 


able step in the right direction. It pro- 
vides the framework around which local 
groups, county, city and state govern- 
ments can work toward an adequate 
educational program to which all Geor- 
gia youngsters are entitled. 

Furthermore, there is a profit motive 
in improving our schools. The U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce report shows 
that business is better where schools 
are better, that educational levels and 
earning power are closely related. 

For Georgians, improving schools is 
simply good business.

Nation Will Resent 
Treatment of Truman 


The American people will be grate- 
ful to President Eisenhower and most 
of them will agree with him that the 
subpoenaing of former President Harry 
Truman in the Harry Dexter White 
case was unnecessary. It is, in fact, an 
outrage as is the attempt to cast reflec- 
tions upon the patriotism of a great 
American. 

The House committee’s action is an 
affront to the entire American nation 
which chose him as its Chief Executive 
during the years when the major deci- 
sions that saved West Europe and much 
of the rest of the world from commu- 
nism had to be made. 

Harry Truman made those decisions 
—setting policies that the present ad- 
ministration may improve upon but will 
not. alter to any great extent. 

It was equally as stupid and undig- 
nified to subpoena Governor Byrnes of 
South Carolina and Justice Tom Clark 
of the Supreme Court. The stature of 
both these men is such that to treat 
them with such utter contempt is be- 
yond the pale of understanding. 

As for the Harry Dexter White in- 
cident itself, it has been magnified into 
a sensation for political purposes. It 
must be remembered, however, that 
White himself was exonerated by a 
Federal Grand Jury that refused to in- 
dict him on the evidence presented. 
Whitaker Chambers’ “pumpkin papers” 


were not disclosed until long after. 


White left the government and had died. 

It must be remembered, too, in all 
these charges of infiltration of Commu- 
nists into government that the atmos- 
phere of 1946 was far different from 
‘that of today. We and the Communists 
‘had just been engaged in common 
‘cause—defeating Nazi Germany and 
Japan. We had not yet become aware 
of the full menace of the Communist 
-eonspiracy. 

This was not an error of one politieal 
‘party exclusively—Mr. Byrnes and Mr. 
‘Eisenhower both can testify to that. 
“What we call “spying” now was often 
‘considered legitimate “exchanges of in- 


formation” eee the war years when 
Russia was an ally and when we were 
glad to have her as such. 

We know how decisively Truman’s 
administration moved against world 
communism as well as against internal 
Communists when the cold war die was 
cast and the facts became known. It 
was during his administration, in fact, 
that the disclosures were made which 
must now be rehashed over and over 
again for political purposes. It was 
during his administration that the 11 
Communist Party leaders were jailed 
and a halt was called to the march of 
world communism. 

We believe that this obvious and 
stupid attempt to discredit the patriot- 
ism of a courageous former President 
of the United States will be resented by 
all real American citizens, regardless of 


party.

Filipino Election News 
Sounds Good to U.S. 


Ramon Magsaysay has been elected 
President of the Philippine Republic. 
The victory is an important one for 
that country and our own. 

Magsaysay, young and vigorous, 
overwhelmed his opponent, incumbent 
Quirino. The winner’s methods were 
“American.” First of all, he openly 
and frankly stated he was pro-Ameri- 
can and unafraid of American influ- 
ences in the Philippines. He welcomed 
them, he said. Quirino took an anti- 
American stand and it is important to 
note it was ineffective. 

Magsaysay was described by Ameri- 
can reporters in the Philippines as “a 
younger Filipino Will Rogers with a 
touch of Huey Long’s appeal to the 
poor.” He knew his small-town audi- 
ences because he came from poverty 
and a small rural town. Henry S. Hay- 
ward, Far East news editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor, presented an 
excellent picture of him which included 
these’ paragraphs: 


“Specializing in yarns with 
punch, bite, or quip, he mentions 
Mr. Quirino’s criticism of his 
school-book English as a handicap 
in dealing with Americans. 

“*T spoke to President Truman 
in my poor English,’ he points out, 
‘and I got $40,000,000 for the Phil- 
ippines. I guess Truman under- 
stood me.’ 

“He can be serious, too. ‘With 
God’s help and your honest votes, 
we are going to improve the lot of 
the common people,’ he promises 
as the crowd roars.” 


This victory with friendship for, and 
with, the United States as one of the 
two principal issues, the other being the 
corrupt practices of the present admin- 
istration, reverses a trend in foreign 
countries where anti-American senti- 
ment has been increasing. It testifies, 
too, to the fact that, for all the errors 
made, our policies in the Philippines 
are basically sound and are so recog- 
nized by the people.

Dr. Boland Won Case 
For Crawford Long 


In the death of Dr. Frank K. Boland 
Atlanta and Georgia lose a fine surgeon 
and a distinguished citizen. 

Dr. Boland was first a doctor. His 
contributions to the adyance of the 
practice of medicine in Georgia were 
many and varied. His private practice 
was large, but during his career he 
taught surgery, headed many medical 
associations, and was an active alumnus 
and supporter of both the University of 
Georgia and Emory. He was president 
of the Atlanta Chapter of the American 
Red Cross for several terms and a past 
president of the Atlanta Historical So- 
ciety. 

His hobby was history and historical 
research. Through them his name may 
be remembered after his reputation as 
a man of medicine has been forgotten. 
Dr. Boland’s painstaking research and 
constant work on the subject are the 
leading causes of the almost universal 
recognition now accorded Dr. Crawford 
Long of Georgia as the first man to use 
anesthesia. 

Dr. Boland was president of the 
Crawford Long Memorial Association 
that placed the Georgian’s statue in the 
Capitol at Washington. He had the 
satisfaction of seeing Dr. Long’s portrait 
hung in the office of the surgeon gen- 
eral of the United States and a memo- 
rial stamp issued in his honor. Not 
long before Dr. Boland’s death it was 
announced that a museum would be 
built in Jefferson on the site where Dr. 
Long first used ether in surgery. 


Dr. Boland’s life was a full and vig- 
orous one. All Georgia is in his debt, 
not only for his services as a doctor but 
as a citizen who devoted much of his 
free time to insuring that future gen- 
erations properly would honor every 
man’s benefactor, Dr. Crawford Long.

PINE HARBOR—Here the Sapelo River 
curves into the land, cutting a high bluff on 
which grow great live oaks and pines. At 
the water’s ocet at the end of a straight 
road from the Coastal 
Highway. is a small set- 
tlement of residents and 

weekend cottagers. 

The location is breezy 
and beautiful and fish- 
ing is supposed to be 
good. There are wide 
views across the 
marshes and tidal riv- 
ers. Pine Harbor was 
one of the great planta- 
tions of the rice and sea 

island cotton days, and before that the In- 
dians held high revels in the neighborhood. 


Whether the Indians settled along the 
bluff, or simply arrived every September 
for the opening of the oyster season, no 
one knows. Lewis Larson, however, wants 
to find out, and is working against time. As 
he digs around on the old ¢amp ground, he 
can hear the roar of a bulldozer that is 
clearing the land for a real estate develop- 
ment; quite a hazard to an anthropologist- 
archaeologist excavating the area. 


Larson is a 26-year-old Minnesotan who 
has fallen in love with the Georgia coast 


- and would be pleased to spend years recon- 


structing the old civilizations that have left 
their traces.in the soil. English, Spaniards 
and Indians all were here, and a great deal 
of their history still is underground. It 
takes a man with years of training to read 
the messages in the bits of pottery and 
refuse, and even in the color of the different 
layers of dirt and sand. 


Larson is working on a square sector bor- 
dered by four middens, heaps of shells and 
other Indian refuse. He staked it out grid 
fashion, and then he and his helpers began 
to dig and sift. He was looking for a house, 
for the Indian method of garbage disposal 
was simply out the nearest opening, and be- 
lieves he has found one. Dark spots spaced 
in the yellow soil indicate post holes. 

The dig has been productive. Slicing the 
soil like a piece of cake, Larson can read 
its history like some can tell the age of a 
tree by the rings in its trunk. He has un- 
covered bone pins and awls, stone axes, 
pipes, a toy pot and a chisel, and disks 
used as counters in some sort of game. He 
has found burned corn cobs, evidence may- 
be of a semi-permanent settlement; and in 
this particular quadrant, three of the pieces 
known in the trade as eagle warriors. 

These Pine Harbor eagle warriors are 
clay, and to the layman’s eye much farther 
advanced in workmanship than a lot of 
prize-winning modern art. They are orna- 
ments, and in the front is a well-modeled 
face. Wings grow from the shoulders and 
on the back is an eagle’s head upside down. 

Larson has uncovered pottery that he 
estimates is around 3,800 years old and is 
hoping for a burial mound, rich in relics. 
He’s working fast, for after the bulldozer 
people will come and start new middens 
of cans and broken bottles—maybe for

Byrnes Reopens 


Fire at Truman 


WASHINGT ON—Again the Truman- 
Byrnes feud flares up in most dramatic 
circumstances. Gov. James F. Byrnes of

Russian agent. The nomination had been 

approved only a few minutes before the 
Truman-Byrnes meeting. 

It surprised no one here who knows how 
bitterly ‘“Jimmy’’ Byrnes feels toward the 
man with whom he once worked side by 
side that the South Carolina governor should 
come forward with his contribution to the 
case that Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell is 
trying to make against our former Presi- 
dent. The only question asked hereabouts— 
and many are asking it—is why Mr. Byrnes, 
then Secretary of State, did not make a 
public issue out of the White case, as he is 
doing now over seven years later, if he felt 
as deeply about it as he now says he did 
at the time. 

The denouement of the Byrnes break 
with Harry Truman and with the Demo- 
cratic Party came last year when the South 
Carolina governor bolted to General Ejisen- 
hower. 

What has happened between the two men 
may have had its origin back in the 1944 
Democratic convention. Senator Byrnes, as 
he was then, was a leading candidate for 
the vice presidential nomination. He was 
being supported by Senator Truman of Mis- 
souri who, in fact, still had in his pocket 
a nominating speech for his South Carolina 
colleague when he, himself, unexpectedly 
got the call as the candidate favored by 
President Roosevelt to replace Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace. Had Byrnes won the vice 
presidential nomination he, instead of Harry 
Truman, would have been President. 

President Truman honored him later, 
when the occasion came, by naming Mr. 
Byrnes Secretary of State. The latter acted 
with considerable independence in the post, 
often acting first and telling the President 
afterward. In time that galled President 
Truman. So Mr. Byrnes left the State de- 
partment and thus ended a brilliant govern- 
ment career in which his party and two 
Presidents had heaped so many honors upon 
him—member of both House and Senate; 
Supreme Court justice; chief of the civilian 
command in the White House in the Second 
World War, finally Secretary of State. 

After his retirement he became increas- 
ingly disgruntled with the Truman Fair 
Deal, though he had been the chief sena 
torial architect of the New Deal of which 
the Fair Deal was the successor.

Old Fashioned Deliberateness Lacking 
In Furor, Stirred by White Spy Case 


WASHINGTON — Something seems to 
have happened to the old-fashioned deliber- 


ateness which men in public life used to’ 


apply to their conduct when controversies 
of a delicate political nature suddenly con- 
fronted them. 


Instead of calmly taking time to get all 
the facts and coming up in a few days with 
a cool and dispassionate appreisal, ' the tend- 
ency has been to go off aro 
half-cocked. This ap- 
plies both to former 
President Truman’s 
handling of the Harry 
Dexter White case and 
to President Eisenhow- 
er’s unnecessary com- 
ments at his press con- 
ference on the way the 
House un-American ac- 
tivities committee had 
decided to subpoena é 
former President Truman. Also it applies 


to the impulsive action of the chairman of 'm 


the House committee, who might ‘better 
have waited to develop the case before 
summoning Mr. Truman. 

When news first reached Mr. Truman, 
he said he had no recollection of the FBI 
memorandum mentioned by Atty. Gen. 
Brownell in his speech last Friday and that 
anyway as soon as White’s “disloyalty” 
was discovered, he was ‘“‘fired.’’ 

No wit turns out that James F. Byrnes, 
then Secretary of State, discussed the White 
case and the FBI memorandum with Mr. 
Truman. Also the Attorney General] has 
given out a statement saying the Depart- 
ment of State found in its files confirma- 
tion of Mr. Byrnes’ intervention the day 
before the Senate confirmed White to be 
U.S. Director of the International Monetary 
Fund on Feb. 6, 1946. Then on April 30, 
1946, Mr. Truman wrote a laudatory letter 
to White as he was resigning his post as 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. White's 
sister now makes publie another such com- 


plimentary letter from Mr. Truman, written 
when White finally resigned as U. S. Di- 
rector of the International Monetary Fund. 
It is dated April 8, 1947—14 months after the 
FBI memorandum of Feb. 4, 1946. 

Mr. Truman would have been subject to 
no criticism, whatsoever, if he had told the 
reporters he would have to consult his files 
to determine what had really happened. No- 
body would have begrudged the former 
president an opportunity to learn what had 
occurred even if it took several days to get 
the facts. But, in these days of pressure to 
get a headline before a counter-headline is 
obtained by the other side, Mr. Truman 
reacted precipitately and to his own disad- 
vantage. 

It would have been much better, even 
this week, if the Democratic leaders had ex- 
pressed .dismay that any espionage agent 
had slipped through their checks, and they 
ight have stated frankly that the matter 
of who did pooh-pooh the report and how it 
came to be disregarded at the White House 
should be thoroughly studied as a lesson for 
the future. Instead, the cry of politics was 
raised, which is a political blunder in itself. 
For it’s bad politics for the Democrats to 
let the public get the impression that they 
would defend Communists in government, 
whereas, the Republicans are the only ones 
trying to ferret them out. 

As for President Eisenhower, he never 
should have stepped into the controversy. 
He should have been briefed in advance to 
say only that his own Attorney General was 
handling it. 

It would have been the better part of 
wisdom for the President to let the contro- 
versy simmer along, with the Department 
of Justice and congressional committees de- 
veloping the case in their own way. There 
would have been time enough for comment 
by the President when all the facts in the 
case had been brought out in public.

At the school the seniors move down the 
line to graduation. If with cap and gown, 
there is some resemblance. But there the 
pattern ends. The material has not been 
the same. Only the processing has. Here, 
too, the ‘‘product’’ has passed the inspector. 
But with the school there has been no rigid 
line of separation—satisfactory or unsatis- 
factory. True, there’s been a standard— 
60 or 70 per cent achievement. 

The graduates, the school’s finished 
product, if you please, do not think alike, 
they do not spell alike or read alike, they 
do not sing alike or draw pictures alike. 
They will not perform alike. Yet they will 
receive identical labels. The school board 
president will hand each senior a diploma 
and the text will read the same. 

These are thoughts arising from a school 
administrators’ public relations forum and 
the conclusion that good public relations 
depends on a good product. Dr. J. R. 
Burgess, president of Reinhardt College, 
tells of the dog: food company which had 
won prizes for its advertising and its public 
relations activities, yet the product stayed 
at the bottom in consumer popularity. ‘“‘Why 
is it,’’ asked the head of the company, “‘that 
with the best advertising and publicity 
campaign in the nation, we can’t sell our 
dog food?’’ ‘‘Maybe,”’ suggested a third 
vice president, ‘‘it’s because the dogs don't 
like the stuff.’’ 

A panel member suggested that in an 
age of mass education, the system be 
changed to two types of diplomas. One 
would read ‘“‘This Is to Certify That John 
P: Blank Has Completed the Attapulgus 
High .School Course With High Degree of 
Achievement. He Has the Good School- 
keeping Seal of Approval,’’ The other cer- 
tificate would say ‘‘This Is to Certify That 
John P. Blank Attended Attapulgus High 
School for Four Years.”’ 

In either case, Johnny has his high 
school diploma. But the school has speci- 
fied the grade of the product. The em- 
ployer can take his chances on the ‘“‘Econ- 
omy Priced, But Serviceable’’ model or he 
can raise the ante for ‘“‘Premium.” “Fur- 
thermore, there’s an incentive there for 
the student to earn the “high grade” listing. 

The plan has its possibilities. . It’s not 
just a notion. A southeast Georgia school- 
man arose at the meeting to say his system 
has that very idea under consideration.

It simply didn’t make sense that Alabama should have lost 
to Mississippi Southern, big and cantankerous as the Hattiesburg 
mudcats may be. The season was opened on that disturbing note, 
values were scrambled and they haven’t been re-assembled in 
their correct order yet. 


—QOn Occasion an Immortal Ran 


Eventually, Alabama began to revive its old charm. When the 
big Elephants tied LSU they tied a team that was on the move, 
fresh from. lassoing Texas and manned to the teeth. 

They had no particularly easy time with Vanderbilt, but won 
21-12. They destroyed Tulsa by some 30 points, then did everything 
but beat Tennessee and tied Mississippi State. That brought them 
up to the Georgia game, and to this day I can’t feel that Alabama 
is proud of its victory in Athens, for reasons of various nature. 

If nothing else, though, Alabama was rather blase going 
about its business that day. On occasion, some individuals 
were plumb spectacular. Corky Tharp, for instance, looked 
like nothing less than an immortal, the way he gathered in 
that first punt, almost casually collected his interferers in 
front of him and tore out along the sidelines 88 yards. Bart 
Starr was often brilliant, sometimes nonchalant and unin- 
spired. 

At no time was Alabama an impressive team, and yet you 
kept hoping they didn’t get serious and open up as it seemed they 
were capable of opening up. The team hasn’t yet reached its po- 
tential, which was not over-rated at the beginning of the year. 
Only the forces that are required to extract from that squad of 
beef and dash were over-rated, it seems. 


—Tech Hit the Peak and Lost 


With backfields of Tharp, Lewis, Starr and Luna against Teas, 
Hardeman, Turner and Brigman (or Mitchell), it may seem ridicu- 
lous to say that this game will be won in the line. Up there, Ala- 
bama is bigger and rougher, Tech faster. No one has yet man- 
handled such brutes as George Mason, Sid Youngleman, Popeye 
Eckerly, Bud Willis, Joe Cummings and the rest of the mob when 
they made up their minds they wouldn’t be moved. Only on occa- 
sion, however, have they been extremely willful. 

When you deal in potential, you can’t ignore some laxness 
in Tech’s own conduct. The Engineers actually reached their 
peak on the day they lost te Netre Dame. There has been 
violation of potential on other occasions, such as last week 
in the rather lazy game with Clemson. Never, though, does it 
seem that Tech has hit the high note, and now when you in- 
spect the teams man by man you can’t find a really solid 
reason for either team to whip the other in Birmingham. 

It brings you back to that fierce war up among the two lines. 
If Tech had Roger Frey and Franklin Brooks ready, it would be 
in a better position to defend itself. Frey’s a big fellow who can 
give and take a cuffing. Brooks is the delicate type who gets his 
job done like a cat. 

But to bring it down to cases, two to three weeks ago this 
looked like no fight at all. Tech could name its desire. Now, just a 
few moments removed from the collision, it’s nothing more than 
another typical Southeastern dogfight. Don’t be misled by what 
happened on those days that Alabama met Mississippi Southern 
and Chattanooga. There’s no easier way to be fooled. This is the 
Big Finish for Tech—Alabama, Duke and Georgia.

Existence of the ‘X”’ disease 
explains why the new ‘flu vaccine 
sometimes seems to fail to work. 
Dr. Salk said. His tests show that 
the vaccine gives real protection 
against ‘flu, for at least two years 
time. But the ‘“X” hit equally 
among troops vaccinated against 
influenza, and those not vaccin- 
ated. 


The “*X”’ causes fever and all 
the other symptoms of ‘flu. The 
“X"’ attack is usually mild, last- 
ing one to five days. So far no 
deaths have been attributed to it. 

If the cause is found, the ‘flu 
vaccine could be expanded to pro- 
tect against the ‘‘X’’ as well as 
against ‘flu, Dr. Salk said.

Movies Buy 
Atlantan’s 

First Novel

Paul Darcy Boles, Atlanta ad- 
vertising man, who wrote his 
first novel in two weeks, has sold 
the film rights to an unannounced 
Hollywood star who will produce 
it in cooperation with Warner 
Brothers Studio. 


Boles’ book, ‘‘The Streak,’’ was 
highly received by critics when 
it was published by McMillan last 
August. He has received a sub- 
stantial cash payment for the 
film rights and. will receive 3 per 
cent of the picture’s net profits. 
He himself does not know the 
name of the actor who bought 
the rights. 


Boles came to Atlanta recently 
as a copywriter for the Liller, 
Neal and Battle advertising agen- 
cy. He said he had the idea for 
the book several years aga. 


JUST CAME OUT 

‘“‘When I finally sat down to 
write it, it just came out—bam! 
I sent it off immediately and the 
publishers took it,’’ he said. 

*‘The Streak’’ is a gripping ac- 
count of a few months in the life 
of a European sport car racer 
riding hard on a winning streak 
over continental closed circuit 
courses. 

Boles came by his subject natu- 
rally. His grandfather designed 
the Cord automobile—forerunner 
of today’s low-slung, high-pow-. 
ered cars. With interest in fast 
cars a heritage, Boles went to 
Europe in the pre-war years and 
had an opportunity to study at 
close range the men who design 
and drive automobiles in one of 
the most dangerous sports in the 
world. 


PLAIN HIGHWAY 


“Closed circuit racing isn’t the 
kind of racing known in this 
country,” he said. “The race 
track is just plain highway closed 
off to public transportation during 
the race. It’s driver against driv- 
er with both of them pitted 
against the course. Skill makes 
the difference. In America, rac- 
ing is just a matter of power. The 
best car usually wins.’’ 

Because of the element of per- 
sonal risk and danger, Boles be- 
lieves circuit racing will never 
become popular in this country. 

“It’s like bull fighting,’’ he ex- 
plained. “‘A test against death. 
Americans wouldn‘t go for it.’’ 


CLOSED BY DEWEY 


Boles’ personal racing career 
came to an end when Governor 
Dewey closed one of the few 
closed circuit routes in the 
United States—Watkins Glen in 
New York—after a car crashed 
through hay bales lining the 
course and killed a spectator. At 
the time he and a friend had a 
car entered in the race. 

But his friendship~with the 
great European drivers and de- 
signers has given him ample 
background to write his novel. 
The main character, Taggli, the 
driver who will be played by the 
actor who purchased the book; 
was modeled after Tazio Nuvol- 
ori, an Italian driver of note who, 
ironically, died the day Boles’ 
book was published. 


ITALIAN DESIGNER 


Another. character, Muratti, 
the designer, is in reality Bugatti 
the Italian automobile designer 
who died in the late thirties. 

Boles’ second novel—‘‘Beggers 
in the Sun’’—will be on the book- 
stands this spring and a third— 
*‘The Thunder and the Gold’’—is 
in the rewrite stage. 

Boles lives with his wife Doro- 
thy and his three children at 4009

"ROUND-THE-CLOCK JOB 

‘“‘My work schedule begins at 
8:45 and runs until 2:30, but it’s 
a round-the-clock job. Take this 
morning for instance. I met with 
Robert Grier and Mary Morri- 
son, our janitor and maid, for a 
cleaning job. Later I met with 
Miss Annie Matthews, our dieti- 
tian, about the school lunch. We 
serve 250 meals a day. 


Helping to fit school needs 
with the community is another 
job. Mrs. Clifton is ready at the 
drop of a book to accompany a 
pupil home if necessary. She has 
visited every church in the neigh- 
borhood where her pupils wor- 
ship. The majority’ of her 480 
children come from either brok- 
en homes or from homes of 
working parents.
